The city of Alllance, through the
council, has purchased a new cross-
gompound, Meyer gear crank and fly
wheel pumping engine, for installa-
tion at the cily electric light plant,
suitable for pumping 1,600,000 gai-
lons of wa‘er daily, at a cost of $6,.-
782.00.

Representatives of several differ-
ent manufacturers and sanles agents
attended the council meeting Tues-
day evening and presented their bids
and arguments. After receiving the
bids and hearing the arguments a
committee was appointed, consisting
of Kibble, Davis, Snyder and Hughes,
to meet Wednesday night and report
for the special couneil meeting Fri-
day night. -

The committee met Wednesday
night and a*ter thorough investiga-
tion, accepted the bid of the Merkle-
Hines Machinery Company. of Kan-
pas Clty, who were represented by
F. M. Beeson, a formor Alliance man
and formerly a member of the Alli-
ance fire department.

The description of the pumping
engine, as given in the bid, Is as fol-
lows: “10 and 18x19x18 croos com-
pound, Meyer gear crank and fly
wheel pumping engine, suitable for
pumping 1,500,00 gallons of water
per twenty-four hours against a do-
mesatic pressure of 60 pounds and a
fire pressure of 100 pounds when op-
erating at 140 pbunds steam press-
ure. The engine to be furnished
complete upon foundations furnish-
ed by the city. And to furnish one
160 square feet surface condenser in
the suction,
seamless drawn brass tubes and steel
tube heads. The engine to cost in-
stalled $6,782.00, with delivery in
four months.

Alllance People Baved In Bhipwreck
Wednesday Night in Which
134 People ¥ Be Lost

Mr. and Mrs. Roy Beckwith, who
are on a visit to the Pacllle coast,
were saved In the wreck of the pas-
senger liner Bear which went on the
rocks off Cape Mendoclno at 10
v'clock Wednesday night, and in
which 134 people may have lost thelr
lives,

At noon today a (élegram was re-
celved by John Havlik, in charge of
the Beckwith store In Alllance, stat-
ing as follows: "Boat went ashore at
ten o'clock last night. Both safe.”
The message was sent from Cape-
town, Calif., this morning and sign-
ed by Roy Beckwith.

The following telegraphic special
dispateh regarding the wrack was re-
celved by The Herald this afternoon:

San Franclseo, Calif.,, June 16—
Eighty-two of the two hundred and
gixteen passengers and crew of the
passenger liner Bear, which went
ashore on the rocks off Cape Men~
have been rescued.
The ship was enroute from Fortland
to San Francisco.

Five bodies have been washed
ashore off Eureka, Calif. The bat-
tleship Oregon and other shipe are
searching today for other life boats
which were launched at midnight, A
heavy fog today prevents the locat-
ing and finding of the boats.

When the boats left the ship at
midnight, two hours after she went
on the rocks, the sea was smooth,
but & heavy swell Tollowed, making
the lunding of the boats difficult. At
least one bout was smazhed on the
rocks.
